George  Sanchez1  FORGOTTEN  PEOPLE  (University  Press,  19L0)  gives  a  powerful 
and  frank  picture,  of  the  social  and  economic  condition  of  the  people  of  Taos 
County.    The  Taos  Project  is  seeking  to  f ind-  ways  of  meeting  some  of  these 
conditions. 

The  Nambe  Community  School  was  a- highly  successful,  practical  demonstration 
in  education  in  one  community,  and  is  highly  suggestive  for  others.
